On April 6, Dorm III will be dedi- 
cated Clerc Hall. The name, selected 
by the Student Body Government, is in 
honor of Laurent Clerc, America's first 
deaf teacher. 

While in Europe studying the British 
and French methods of teaching the deaf, 
the Reverend Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet 
made the acquaintance of a young deaf 
man, Laurent Clerc, who was teaching in 
Paris. Gallaudet persuaded Clerc to 
return with him to the United States 
and together they established the first 
permanent public school for the deaf, 
the American School for the Deaf in 
Hartford, Connecticut. During his long 
teaching career, Clerc was responsible 
for training many students who became 
teachers of the deaf throughout the 
nation, 

As part of the second annual Charter 
Day program, the dedication ceremonies 
will be held in the Gallaudet College 
Auditorium at 2 p.m. Members of the 
Clerc family will be participating; and 
Mr. Loy Golladay from the National 
Technical Institute for the Deaf will 
be principal Speaker. Mr. Golladay, who 
was associated with the American School 
for the Deaf and helped establish its 
museum, has been involved in researching 
the life and work of Laurent Clerc for 
many years. 

All faculty and staff are encouraged 
to attend the dedication ceremonies.
